under surveillance all night. John Hun 
ten, ex-sheriff of Allen county was ar 
rested in Roseville this morning on 
suspicion of having within the last 25 
hours applied the torch, to four build 
ings in that town, winch caused in 
tense excitement Saturday night .a1 
day Sunday and Sunday night, during 
which tbr-eats of lynching were freely 
made, should the alleged incetidiary be 
caught. Hunten was suspected yes 
terday afternoon, but Town Marshal 
Alonzo Swayr.e refused to arrast him 
because he declared the man would be 
lynched within 30 minutes. The mar- 
shal detailed five trusted men to watch 
Hunten's movements and prevent hint 
leaving the towr.. He- then applied to 
2anesvSlle for assistance and as soon 
as Deputy Fire Marshal Perry Morgan 
of this tlty. and Chief Deputy O. T 
Brown of Columbus, arrived in Rose- 
ville this morning Hucten was arrest- 
ed. Tho arrest was made as quietly as 
possible, and the officers hurried the 
man to a train, and started with him 
for Zanesville. It is said that Hunteu 
remained in the vicinity-of the ruiu? 
of one fire pracficallv 'al! night, ami 
was arrested while standing there this 
morning. 


Hunten came to Roseville about two 


years agn. It is said that he has been 
di inking heavily for several 
roontts, 


and has been on the verge of delirium.

New York, Nov. 21.—Smothered be- 


fore they could reach the rear firs 
escape in a burning tenement building 
at 18G Troutman street, in the Wll- 
liamsburg district of Brooklyn, 12 per- 
sons met death at an early hour.

Union j^'at-inc railroad has set itself, 
says a special dispatch from Denver 
to the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
The 


flat has gone forth from headquarters 
that the organized bands of train rob- 
bers that have operated in the bad 
lands of Wyoming are to be extermi- 
nated. 


To secure this result Tim. Keliher's 


company of mounted rangers has been 
formed to patrol the trucks of that 
railroad in the outlaw storm center be- 
tween Medicine Bow, Wyo., and Green 
river. Armed guards ride every passen- 
ger train. A special car and engine Jie 
in the railroad yards at Cheyenne, 
Wyo., ready at a moment's notice to 
transport fast horses and hardy riders 
to the scene of action. The industry 
of train robbing is to be suppressed at 
all costs. 


The suggestion that armed guards 


ride on every passenger train was 
made first by W. L. Park, superintend- 
ent of the Wyoming division of the 
line, after the Wilcox and Tipton rob- 
beries of 1899 and 1900. This plan was 
shortly afterward put into force by "W. 
T. Canada of Omaha, chief of the se- 
cret service of the Union Pacific sys- 
tem. The result has amply justified 
the precaution. From that day to this 
there has not been a robbery iu the 
protected territory. But the Union Pa- 
cific proposed to make assurance dou- 
bly sure. To that end Tim Keliher's 
ranger company has been formed to 
patrol the "bandit belt," which stretch- 
es from east of Rawlins to Green river 
through a rough, sparsely settled coun- 
try favorable to the operations of train 
robbers. 


This company is composed of picke:" 


men. 
Every one of them is a dead

Washington, Nov. 21. — An address 


by President Roosevelt was a feature 
at the one hundred and tenth anniver- 
sary 
celebration at St. Patrick's 


church, and the dedication of Carroll 
hall, the new parochial buildings and 
parish school. 


Rev. 
Dr. J. D. Stafford, rector of 


St. Patrick's, acted as tne master of 
ceremonies. 
Cardinal' Gibbons, sey- 


eral archbishops and other dignitaries 
of the Catholic church attended the 
exercises, the former making an. ad- 
dress immediately -preceding that of 
the president. An immense crowd 
was present and the president was 
enthusiastically' received. Dr. Stafford 
introduced President Roosevelt "as 
the man of even-handed justice; the 
president of the square deal." 
The 


president said in part: 


"I wish to dwell on' this thought- 


thai while In the country we need 
wise laws, "honestly and fearlessly er- 
ecuted, and while we can not afford 
to tolerate anything but the highest 
standard in. the public service of the 
government, yet that in the last analy- 
sis the future of the country must de- 
pend upon the quality of the individual 
home; of-the individual man or woman 
In that home. 
""The future of this great coun- 


try depends upon the way in which, 
the average man and the average 
woman in it* does his or her duty, and 
that very 'largely depends upon the 
way }n which the average hoy or girl 
is brought up. Therefore a peculiar 
responsibility rests upon those whose 
life work it is to see to the spiritual 
welfare of our people, and upon those 
who make it their life work to try to 
train the citizens of the future so that 
they shall be worthy of that future. I 
wish to see in the man manliness, In 
the woman womanliness. 
I wish to 


see courage, perseverance, the willing- 
ness to face work; to face, you men, 
if it is necessary, danger; the determi- 
nation not to shrink back when tem- 
porarily beaten in life, as each one 
will be now and then, but to come up 
again and wrest triumph from defeat 
We have grown to accept it as an 
axiomatic truth, of our, American, lifd 
that the man is to be treated on his 
worth as a man, without regard to ac- 
cidents of his position 
(applause); 


that this is not a government designed 
to favor the rich man as such, or the 
poor as such, but that it is designed 
to favor every man, rich or poor, if he 
Is a decent man who acts fairly by his 
fellows. One of the best auguries for 
the future of this country lies in the 
fact that we have grown to regard 
one "another with a broad and kindly 
sharify, and to realize that the field 
'or human endeavor is wide, and that 
while a corner of it remains unfilled 
we do a dreadful wrong if we fail to 
welcome the work done In that field 
jy every man, no matter what his 
creed, provided only he works with a 
ofty sense of bis duty to God and his 
duty to his neighbor."

him. This horseman, it was learned, 
agreed to do his best to have the Eng- 
lish Jockey club extend its favors to 
Sloane. As this young turfman is a 
multimillionaire and his father raced 
extensively abroad for several years 
horsemen believe that the English 
stewards will grant his request, par- 
ticularly as no charges of fraud have 
ever been made against Sloane. 


It is nearly three years since Sloane 


had his license revoked as a jockey in 
England. At the time his permission 
to ride was rescinded Sloane was the 
premier jockey of Europe.

waiter and, it was charged, hit him 
over the head with a wine bottle.
